WANTED IN TEXAS. 


Sheriff Morrow. Receives a Telegram 
from the Lone Star State, 


ASKING HIM TO HOLD STEPHENSON, 


The Man Who Gave Himself Up, Begging 
That He Be Arrested and His Case In- 
vestigated, Will Be Humored, 


Sheriff Morrow has heard from Texas. 

And a Texas sheriff is sow en route to At- 
lanta for Stephenson, the man who surren- 
dered himself last Thursday. 

So it seems that the man is not crazy. 

Stephenson, it will be remembered, walked 
into Sheriff Morrow's office last Thursday 
afternoon, just as they were about to close 
up, declaring himself a murderer and a 
fugitive from justice. 

At first his story was not credited. But his 
earnestness and pleading to be ar- 
rested, to escape the misery which attended 
his wandering about from the arms of justice, 
caused Deputy Donehoo to carry him to jail. 

He was locked up in the heavy iron cell on 
the second floor, and since then has been 
patiently awaiting some news from Texas, 
where the crime was said to have been com- 
mitted. 

Sheriff Morrow had telegrapbed for informa- 
tion, and he too was waiting for some reply. 
Several days elapsed, and he had begun to 
think that Stephenson might not have told the 
trath. 

The surrender of the fellow was not more 
peculiar than his demeanor atthe jail. In 
his small cell, with blankets for a bed, fed on 
prison fare and without the chance to walk 
about and converse with his fellow prisoners, 
he has remained without & wmurn.ur, 
asking occasionally whether word had been 
heard about him. 

To have acted in this way must have *been 
the result of a tormenting conscierice. Ste- 
phenson declares that he was an accessory in 
the crime of murder, committed long ago, 
and that his victim was a negro. 

When told last night that he wastobe de- 
tained in response to instructions, he re- 
ceived the news without a word of comment. 
He was questioned by one of the jailers, but 
declared that he did not wish to talk, and was 
perfectly silent to every interrogation. 

Stephenson wil! probably be taken to Texas 
as s00n as arrangements can be made for a 
Lone Star official to come for him. What 
will ensue then can only be imagined.

Yesterday he 
went to bury Mrs. John Meed ina place ‘he 
had reserved for her, between her husband 
and her child, which he did not know was 
already occupied, and when he opened the 
ground he struck a petrified coflin witha 
silver plate on which was inscribed: 

Let Him Rest.

The city will either 
have to enlarge the cemetery, or buy a crema-

Years ago, when I was a yuongster, I became an 
coumanee ‘Dr. B., the superintendent of a pub- 
lic insane asylum. As 1n all insane asyulins some 
of the patients were docile and gractabie, and bad 
the freedom ef a high-walled garden; while others 
being violent and dangerous in their ‘madness, 
were confined to their rooms.

ETCHED AND SKETCHED. 


C. A. L. Lamar, the story of whose duel 
with Commodore Moore, of the Texas navy, 
was told in yesterday's ConsTiruTION, was 
one of the most picturesque figures Georgia or 
any other state ever produced. He was the 
last confederate killed in an engagenient on 
Georgia soil, and one of the last of the war. 
A braver man never lived. He was afraid of 
nothing. Indeed, his fearlessness amounted 
to. recklessness in the face of danger. As he 
figured in the Wanderer case, upon which 
General Jackson is to address the Young 
Men’s Library Association, another story may 
be told of hin. ‘This one illustrates his nerve, 
and is only one of many which are told to this 
day in lower’ Georgia, wheré his name was 
familiar to every ear. 

Some years before the war a vessel bound 
forsome gulf port, probably New Orleans, 
put into Savannah in distress. The ship had 
& great number of foreign emigrants on board. 
She was unseaworthy and ber crew threatened 
to mutiny and the emigrants became turbulent 
when the vessel got into port. The captain 
insisted that his crew should continue the voy- 
age. They refused ang the master called on 
the civil authorities for assistance, Citizens 
hurried down under the bluff to the wharf and 
soon there were hundreds of them about the 
ship. The captain threatened to shoot the first 
man who attempted to leave tne vessel and he 
ordered the sailors to cast loose from the dock. 
They appealed to the authorities and to the 
citizens. Every one hesitated to act. The 
critical moment had arrived and it seemed 
thatin another there would be some violent 
demonstration on the partof the crew. While 
the scene was taking place, Charley 
Lamar who was up town, heard of it. 
Suddenly be galloped down the stone roadway 
and rode into the crowd, scattering men right 
and left. He understood the situation ata 
gianee, and, drawing a pistol, pointed it at the 
captain’s head and commanded him to put his 
weapon up. The captain was awed at the im- 
perious way in which Lamar spoke,and he sul- 
lenly uncocked his pisto! and put it in his 
pocket. Lamar then told the sailors to walk 
off the vessel if they wanted to, assuring them 
that be would protect them. They lost no 
time getting ashore. Lamar was only a pri- 
vate citizen, and had no authority to interfere, 
but his sympathy was aroused. 

He was a man of generous heart, 
brave and bold as a lion, fairly dazzling 
by his dash and spirit, and thorough aristo- 
crat though he was, no one was more popular 
than he with the people. 

He was a lover of tine horses and owned the 
fastest in the southin the days when the Ten 
Broeck course was famous,

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May a Practicing Physician Advertise in 
the Newspapers?” 


PROFESSOR THOMAS: SAYS THEY MAY, 


But He Loses His Professorship in the 
Southern Medical College—~He Adver- 
tises and Then Resigns, 


Does it violate professional ethics for a phy- 
sician to advertise ? : 

This question, which has long beena mooted 
one with the doctors, has given rise to no end 
of discussion. 

It has been started anew by the faculty of 
the Southern Medical college. : 

For some time one of the active members of 
that faculty was Julian P. Thomas, M.D., 
who filled a professor's chair in that institution. 

In addition to his professional duties he prac- 
ticed medicine in an office on Whitehall street. 

A short while ago Dr. Thomas inserted in a 
city newspaper a display advertisement. 

The advertisement called the public’s atten- 
tion to his skill! as a specialist in the treatment 
of cancer and skin diseases. 

“If I say I will cure, and fail todo so, the 
treatment will cost you nothing,” These 
words were in the middle of the advertise- 
ment. 

No sooner did this publication fall into the 
hands of Dr.@homae’s fellow professors than it 
produced a sensation. They felt that none of 
their number had any right to publish such an 
advertisement, The part which they objected 
to the most was that cure-or-no-pay promise. 
They deemed that decidedly unprofessional, 

“itis bad enough,’’ one of them said, ‘fora 
practicing physician to advertise with a modest 
card, giving his address, but for a professorina 
medical college to print in the daily press such 
a tiaming bid for practice, violates flagrantly 
the principles of ethics we have been taught to 
respect.’’ 

The members of the faculty talked about the 
matter, but took no action. 

In the meantime Professor Thomas decided 
that he must either secede from the college or 
withdraw his advertisements from the news- 
papers, 

“T thought the matter over,’”’ said Dr. 
Thomas yesterday afternoon toa reporter of 
Tur Constitution, “and 1 knew that I must 
do either one of two things—quit the college 
or take my ad. out of the newspaper. It did 
not take me long to make up my mind. I 
would let my ad. stay in the paperand I would 
resign my chair in the college.’’ 

‘Is it still regarded as unprofessional,” the 
reporter asked, ‘‘for a physician to advertise?” 

‘Some so regard it, but I donot. Itisa 
rather antiquated idea. Modern practice has 
outgrown it. Why, how is the public to know 


known his specialty? Eminent practitioners 
in the large cities do not hesitate to advertise. 
My views on this ‘question are fixed, and, 
while have as high a conception of the 
dignity of my profession as any member of it 
possrbly can have, yet I shall not refrain from 
advertising because it is held to be unpro-. 
fessional by the faculty, This question is not 
a new one; it has been raised many times be- 
fore, and will doubtless be agitated frequently 
again.”’ 

Dr. Thomas sent his formal resignation to 
the officers of the Southern Medical college 
and withdrew from that institution. Since 
last Monday week he, bas not: delivered a lect- 
ure. The college faculty, has net held a meet- 
ing since his withdrawal, so it is not known 
how it will treat the resignation. 

The matter has been much discussed in 
medical circles, some doctors condemning and 
others applauding the course taken by Pro- 
fessor Thomas.

Bellamy on National Banks. 

Mr. Edward Bellamy is a radical social] re- 
former whose views wil] not be accepted by 
many people, but he is on the right line 
when he takes the position that the national 
banks must go or be thoroughly remodeled. 

The collapse of the Maverick bank gives 
Mr. Bellamy a text, and he handles it tery 
ably. He calis attention to the fact that 
President Potter, of the Maverick bank, was 
able for years to lead a double business life. 
Apparently, he was a safe, slow-going offi- 
cer, and yet he was the reckless speculative 
partner of Evans whose suicide a few weeks 
ago has not been forgotten. 

So defective is our national banking sys- 
tem that Potter managed to use his position 
as president to cover his losses as a gambler. 
He finally grew so bold that he overstepped 
the line of safety, andis now under arrest 
asacriminal. This man and two of the 
directors unlawfully loaned themselves $2,- 
000,000, and concealed their transactions 
from the government officials, 

And now comes the surprising feature of 
the whole business. The comptroller of the 
treasury admits that Potter never conducted 
the bank according to the rules governing 
national banks. He ignored the regulations, 
and converted the money of other people 
to his own use. 

If this statement is true, how is it that 
the government officials were unable to 
make Potter obey the law? There must be 
something wrong in the system itsclf. The 
fact is, the resources of many nationa) banks 
are used for speculative purposes, and this 
virtually makes the government thé partner 
of speculators whose main object is to dis- 
turb values. 

A very little reflection will convince ‘any 
thoughtful man that the country cannot 
prosper under such a vicious financial sys- 
tem. The rottenness of the national banks 
has been made so apparent within the past 
few months that the people are ready for 
any change, and the advocates of the old 


over the land. The state banks served us 
well in the past, and under judicious regula- 
lions they could be made to give us a safe 
and satisfactory financial system in the 
future. The people are coming tothe con- 
clusion that the national banks must go. 
Something must take their place. Why not 
revive the old state banking system? 


: Misguided Colonists. 

Last week a party of about two hundred 
colonists passed through Kansas City on 
their way to a mew town in northwestern 
Mexico. 

These people were well educated, and had 
& little money—enough to have given them 
a fair start in any state in the union. Yet, 
in seeking new homes, they deliberately 
turned their backs on the west and south, 
and decided to settle ina desert, hundreds 
of miles from any railroad, where they would 
be at the mercy of their Mexican neighbors. 

It is difficult to explain the action of these 
people, but as a rule, the average American, 
when he makes up his mind to try his for- 
tune in a new field, generally selects a loca- 
tion at least a thousand miles 
his birth place. He has an idea that the 
favorable conditions he is searching for can- 
not possibly be found in the next state, or a 
few hundred miles from his old home. He 
hunts up-a remote locality on the map, reada

Frequently the plucky pioneer in 
spite of the disadvantages around him, but 
in this generation, when people long for the 
culture and comfort of civilization, there is 
no sense in trying to: establish colonies in 
deserts thousands of miles away from the 
older states of the union. 

For many years to come there will be a 
steady outflow of population from the north- 
eastern states, The foreign element, the 
worn-out lands, the labor troubles, all com- 
bine to make the native Americans in the 
east dissatisfied, but it is not easy to see why 
they should go west or remove to Mexico. 
Their better plan would be to settle in the 
productive Piedmont region of the south, 
where they will find cheap lands, attractive 
industrial and. business opportunities, a na- 
tive American population, good government, 
and all the conveniences needed in the 
shape of transportation facilities. 

In the south the northern immigrant will 
find both man and nature ready to aid him, 
but the mistaken colonists who are trying 
their luck in. the Mexican desert will find 
everything arrayed egainst them, from the 
government down to the humblest Mexican 
laborer, to say nothing of the disadvantages 
of climate and soil. But it is a waste of 
time to argue with colonists who prefer a 
desert to a garden.

Egypt Competing with the South. 

The Charleston News and Courier wants 
to know why the sauce of protection won’t 
go as well with the southern goose as with 
the northern gander. It is estimated by the 
republican protection papers that 20,000,000 
pounds of fine Egyptian cotton, produced by 
the cheapest labor in the world, have been 
imported during the past year for manu- 
facture in American mills, and it is said 
that additional mills will use this kind of 
cotton. 

The Boston Journal of Commerce, refer- 
ring to this matter, says that ‘‘the imports 
of Egyptian cotton give almost indisputable 
evidence of the increasing demand for long- 
staple cotton.’’ The same paper, referring 
to the fact that $3,000,000 in gold was paid 
last season for Egyptian cotton, says: ‘*‘We 
have here an increase of 143 per cent in the 
imports of cotton, the demand for which 
should be supplied by the Allen and other 
long-stapled varities grown in the southern 
states.”’ 

The Charleston News and Courier, com- 
menting on these facts and figures, refers to 
the duty on Sumatra tobacco imposed by the 
McKinley tariff, which, according to the 
protection papers, will enable New England 
tobacco growers to realize from one to two 
million dollars more on their crop this year 
than they realized the year before, and in- 
quires why a prohibitory duty on fine foreign 
cotton would not work the same results in 
the south. 

This is a matter that does not commend 
itself to the professional protectionists. 
Their argument is that protection is for 
northern and not for southern interests, 
We are not sure, indeed, that The News 
and Courier wauts to see fine southern: cot- 
ton protected; but the subject is an interest- 
ing one from any point of view.

It is 
stated that large syndicates who were going 
to invest heavily around Knoxville and 
Bristol and in the coal sections of East 
Tennessee have withdrawn from that field, 
and doubtless others will follow as soon as 
they can dispose of their property. 

The price of coal will certainly be in- 
creased, and altogether we may look for a 
state of affairs which will take years to over- 
come. 

The fact that the state of Tennessee was 
powerless to protect property, and the 
further factthat 500 criminals were turned 
out on the citizens without any notice, to 
rob and plunder the country, is the cause of 
the trouble. Mob law seems to be supreme, 
the state government is unable to control it 
and seems to be afraid to try. The leaders 
appear to be known, and yet no effort, ag far 
as we can learn, has been made to arrest 
them, although a reward was offered by the 
governor soon after the mob dispersed. The 
miners are out of work, and will be for some 
time, and will finally have to go to other 
mines for work. 

The effect of this mob will be felt in Ten- 
nessee in more ways than one. It will cer- 
tainly have the effect to invite men in that 
state to take the law in their own hands to 
punish criminals when it is so apparent that 
aman who is convicted of crime and sent 
to the penitentiary in Tennessee cannot be 
held for punishment by the state authorities. 
This seems to be about the only means left 
to deter criminals from colonizing in the 
state. 

This state of affairs is to be regretted, and 
we hope that something will occur to check 
this condition. The state of Tennessee is 
certainly one of the richest states in the 
union in natural resources, and was mak- 
ing rapid strides towards the full develop- 
ment of its coal, iron and steel industries, 
This has all been changed in a single night, 
and from now it will feel the deep injury of 
the bad work done.

Yesterday Afternoon. 


It now looks as if the question of a 
choice for the bishop of the Episcopal di- 
ocese of Georgia will be settled today at 
the diocesan convention in Macon. 

It further appears that the choice will 
be made on the first ballot, and that the 
convention will meet, transact business and 
adjourn in short order. 

Indications point to the certain election of 
Rev. Cleland Nelson, the brilliant young 
Virginia clergyman, who now bas a church 
at Bethlehem, Penn., and of whom THe 
CONSTITUTION spoke at length last Sunday, 
being the first and only paper in Georgia 
to announce the fact that his name had 
been decided upon by the standing com- 
mittee of the diocese, and would be pre- 
sented. 

The article in Sunday’s ConsTITUTION at- 
tracted a great deal of er 
the stale, particularly among the Episco- 
palians, and when it became understood that 
a committee from the standing committee 
had waited upon Mr. Nelson, and had be- 
come satisfied that he would accept, Episco- 
palians generally entered into a discussion of 
the matter and began to investigate for 
themselves concerning the successor of Bishop 
Beckwith. 

All inquiries concerning Mr. Nelson re- 
ceived favorable responses, and it is believed 
by'‘all that he will certainly be chosen as 
bishop today, without opposition. 

Rev Mr. Williams Not a Candidate. 

Rev. Chauncey C. Williams, of Augusta, 
annonnces absolutely that he will not be a 
candidate, in: a letter to the Rey. Mr. Davis, 
of St. Paul’s church in Athens, This sim- 
plifies mattersvery creatly, for had Mr. Wil- 
liams been in the race the earnestness of 
his friends would have made the result 
doubtful. He has many enthusiastic advo- 
catesin all parts of the state, and the de- 
votion of his friends in Augusta attests the 
warm feeling they have for him. He had 
a strong following in other sections of the 
state, and has been carnestly urged to al- 
low the use of his name. But he has 
written a letter in which he says that he 
will not be a candidate under any circum- 
stances, and that he cannot consent to allow 
the use of his name. 

It, therefore, seems as if it will be Bishop 
Nelson after today. 

The Atlanta Delegates. 

The convention today will be composed of 
the same delegates who made up the last con- 
vention. 

The following gentlemen left the city yestor- 
day afternoon, on the 4:10 o’clock Central 
train, for Macon, to represent St. Luke’s and 
St. Philip’s in the convention: Mr. Thomas 
E. Walker, Mr. Z. D. Harrison, Dr. T. C. 
Tupper, Mr. C. W. Seidel]. Mr. Paul Romare, 
Dr. J. C. Armistead and Mr. Burton. Smith, 
who are delegates, could not go on account of 
business, which could not be delaved. 

While in Macon the delegates will be enter- 
tained by the congregations of Christ and St. 
Paul’s churches. 

After the convention is called to order today 
aservice will be held, after which the elec- 
tion of a bishop will be gone into,

Signs of a Hard Winter.

“This is gomg to be a very hard win- 
ter”’ said an old resident of the Lacka 
wanna valley yesterday, “and I'll tell you 
why I say so. In the first place, look at the hor- 
nets’ nests. You will tind them bigh up this fall. 
That’s asure sign of a hard winter. If it was 
going to be a wild witer you would find them 
near the ground. Two years and three years ago 
the winters were mild, and the hornets’ nests were 
low down. 

“Then take angle worms for another sign. Dig 
in the ground now and you will find them crawling 
two feet or more below the surface. They know what 
kind of weather is coming, and they go down to 
avoid the irost. Two years ago I found them not 
thrse inches under the surface, and they stayed 
there a]l winter. 

“Fuzz on hogs is another sure sign of a sevore win- 
ter. Butcher a hog now and you will finda thick 
fuzz at the roota of the bristles. The fuzz wouldn't 
be there if next winter wasn’t going to be a tough 
one. Two and three years ago this fall there 
wasn’t any fuzz at all on hogs, and you know how 
open the winters were. 

“I predicted ahard winter in 1855 from these 
signs, and my neighbors ridiculed me, or tried to, 
but we got it justas Isaid. I had so mucn faith 
in the signs that I got a lot of boys to trap all the 
quails for me that they could. I wintered over 
two hundred quails, and in the spring of 1856 
there wasn’t a live quail in the Lackawanna val- 
ley except the ones I had. I turned them all loose 
at various points, and in the fall we had some 
good shooting, which we wouldn’t have had if I 
hadn’t paid attention to the signs.”

Who that has heard the tender, pathetic beauty 
of “com for ye my people;’’ the bewildering, awe- 
some effect of “the people that walked in dark- 
ness ;”’ the serene cumfort and peace of “He shall 
feed His flock; the triumphant victory insisted 
on in “I Know that my Redeemer liveth,’’ can ever 
forget how the soul was uplifted on pinions of 
melody, until it seemed as if it must take flight to 
worlds beyond!

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, November 10.—The stock market today 
was still more active, while the temper of dealings was 
aguin most decidedly strong, not to say buoyant, and 
the net advances this evening are more uniform and 
larger than on any day for months. Almost the whole 
active list is up from 1 to 2', per cent, the exceptions 
being remarkably few. Many influences combined to 
create this effect, but the most important fact is that 
the stock market both here and in London had been 
largely oversold, and when the exact facts about the 
Berlin situation became known, a large number of 
orders were received from Europe for American se- 
curities, while domestic bears, recognizing the 
situation, covered as heavily as they could. Heavy 
covering for arbitrage account also swelled the volume 
of foreign buying, and while smaller shorts were held 
off as long as they could, they were compelled to buy 
late in the day, and by this means the upward move- 
ments showed no setback from opening to close. The 
strength of the London market was a surprise to the 
bears, and under extraordinary demand first prices 
wore all materially higher than the finals of last even- 
ing. The gains extended to 1\, per cent among lead- 
ing shares. The high prices naturally brought out 
some long stocks, but the pressure to sell was light 
compared to the demand. Asarule the weak stocks 
of yesterday showed the greatest strength, Coalers and 
Northern Pacific preferred taking the lead at first, but 
otbers came to the front constantly. Atchison was the 
most active. The market closed active and strong at 
or near the highest prices of the day. The most pro- 
nounced gains were Erie, 2'4; Sugar, Northern Pacific 
preferred and New York Central, 2',; Chicago Gas, 2;

NEW YORK, November 10—[Special.}—During the 
forenoon the market was quiet, nervous and inactive, 
as is usual pending the publication of the government 
report. The Liverpool market closed steady at a slight 
improvement on last night’s figures. Vhia market 
opened slightiy easier, but the strength of Livervool 
induced some puying here, and before the publication 
of the government report January had sold at 8.26. At 
12 o’clock it was selling at 6.24. The report, however, 
was disappointing to the bopes rather than the expec- 
tations of the bulis, and after it was made known 
prices declined some 14 points, January by 2.0’clock 
having sold at 8.10.

Decided by Judge Marshall J, Clarke 
Yesterday Morning. 


A DECISION OF GREAT IMPORTANCE. 


Other Cases in the Courts—Various Matters 
Gathered inthe Different Departments 
of the County Courthouse. 


2 

A case of far-reaching importance, and one 
which involves several hundred thousand dol- 
Jars, was decided yesterday morning by Judge 
Marshall J. Clarke. 

The decision touches one branch of the big 
Jitigation over the property of the old Western 
and Atlantic railroad. 3 

Messrs. Glenn & Maddox and Judge H. B. 
Tompkins, representing several persons who 
hold large claims against the Western and At- 
lantic railroad, went before Judge Marshall J. 
Clarke some weeks age and  peti- 
tioned for a _ receiver. They knew 
thatthe road was already inthe hands of 
two receivers, Messrs. Joseph E. Brown and 
E. B. Stahlman, who were appointed by the 
federal court, but they challenged the consti- 
tutionality of the United States circuit court 
in making the appointments. They raised a 


. question of jurisdiction, and held that it was 


Judge Clarke’s province to supersede the fed- 
aral court’s action by placing the property of 
the railroad in new receivers’ hands. 

In the meantime Judge Tompkins had 
brought acase in the United States circuit 
court. 

It will be recalled thatthe supreme court 
held that the Western and Atlantic railroad 
was dissolved by the expiration of its charter, 
the 20th day of last December. 

Soon after this decision was announced, Mr. 
Julius Brown, representing some heavy credi- 
tors of the expired corporation, filed a bill in 
the federal court, asking for the appointment 
of areceiver to take charge of the property. . 

The case was elaborately argued before ghe 
judges of the United States circuit court, and 
finally the petition was granted. Thereupon 
the court named, as receivers, the Hon. Joseph 
E. Brown and Major E. B. Stahiman, who 
immediately took control of the property. 

‘Last September, Hon. A.S. Clay and Judge 
Tompkins, who represented claims against the 
company, filed a bill in the state court, and 


‘also demurrers in the federal] court. 


Last Saturday Judge Marshall J. Clarke de- 
voted the entire day to hearing arguments in 
this case. 

Arguments were made by Judge Tompkins 
and Mr. W. C. Glenn, and Mr. Julius Brown. 

Mr. Brown, who fought the petition fora 
receiver, contended that the bill should be dis- 
missed because the United States court had 
appointed a receiver first. 

The answer made to this was that Judge 
Clarke ought to hold the case until] the de- 
cision in the federal court on demurrer 
there, to be heard next Saturday, could 
be decided, and if the demurrer 
should be sustained, then he,could logicaily go 
on and appoint a receiver as petitioned in the 
bill. 

A great many authorities were quoted on 
both sides. 

The lawyers admitted that the case was a 
peculiar one; that none precisely analogous to 
it could be found in the books. 

Judge Clarke, inthe decision given in full 
below, sustains the position taken by Messrs. 
Tompkins and G’enn. 

Next Saturday the demurrer case will be 
argued in the United States court.

The 
plaintiff is Thomas H. Martin, who was in- 
jured inan accident on the Georgia Pacific 
railway some months ago. In his declaration 
he charges the defendant’s servants with care- 
lessness, and avers that he was blameless. 
The suit was docketed in the city court. 


The Grand Jury. 

The members of the grand jury have been 
summoned to meet next Friday morning. The 
various committees appointed to examine into 
the condition of the county institutions wil] 
submit their reports, and other matters of in- 
terest will be prepared. Solicitor General 
Hill has several important cases for the grand 
jury.

Pleased. 


THE DAY IN THE GITY = HALL, 


The Registration Clim bingi/Up—The Bridge 
Committee Hard at Work—The 
Waterworks Machinery. 


The city assessors are in the fleld and every 
day they are finding gratifying evidences of 
Atlanta’s prosperity. 

They are now working in the first ward, 

The assessors start out early in the morning 
with their field books and it’s late in the day 
when they return to the city hall. It will 
take them several days yet to complete the 
first ward and then the other wards will be 
taken up in regular order. Assessing the en- 
tira city will take several months. 

“Oa every side,” said Mr. "Meador, of the 
board, yestefday, ‘‘are positive assurances of 
Atianta’s growth. New houses are springing 
up on all the streets, aud some of them are 
magnificent structures, too. There is not a 
day that we afe not surprised ourselves.’’ 


“What will the increase be?’ he was 


asked. 

“That’s just impossible to tell. We have 
touched only one ward, and are not near 
through yet. Inthe forenoon of one day we 
found $4,000 in new buildings: But then that 
don’t happen every day. On that particular 
forenoon we got right intoacluster of new 
buildings. We all feel safe, however, in 
saying that the increase will be gratifying, not 
only to every citizen of Atlanta, but a great 
delight to the members of the general 
council.’’ 

A Busy Committee. 

The bridge committee finds itself with an 
abundance of work on hand. 

Chairman Turner and his associates are 
kept moving. 

The committee has just about completed the 
repairs on the Broad street bridge, and it is 
now strong enough. Every day Chairman 
Turner pays a visit to the Forsyth street work 
and watches the work with a pleasant, happy 
smile, which grows bigger and broader every 
day. The committee isnow figuring on the 
cost of new time-lasting bridge on Bell street, 
and is trying to devise plans 
to strengthen the Edgewood avenue and the 
Jones avenue bridges. 

They Are Kicking. 

Residents of Jones avenue and other streets 
in that locality are mad. 

And it seems they have a right to be mad. 

The entire street is torn up and blockaded 
by the street car lines for four or five blocks 
from Marietta street. Without the bridge, 
residents of that section of the city are almost 
entirely cut off from the business portions of 
Atlanta. The Consolidated company and the 
Chattahoochee company are laying their 
tracks along the street and over the bridge, 
but both companies assert that they are work- 
ing as rapidly as it is possible to do. 

This Is the Last Day. 

If the Consolidated street railway company 
doesn’t begin to tear up the old street car 
track on North avenue today Chief Connolly 
will save them the trouble. 

He will do the work himself. 

On the avenue there isa track from Peach- 
tree to Marietta streets which has not been 
used in years.

At the same time an order was issued to the 
chief of police to tear up the line if tne com- 
pany did not comply with the instruction.
